On  January  27,  1975,  a  child 
filled  with  love,  hope,  courage  and  hap- 
piness was  bought  into  the  world.  On 
September!"!,  1992  this  young  woman 
made  her  final  exit. 

Janette  Elizabeth  Mclnnis 
touched  many  lives  throughout  hershort 
but  fulfilled  life.  She  excelled  in  both 
academic  and  athletic  areas.  She  was 
an  honour  student  in  her  grade  9,  10 
and  1 1  years.  However,  Janette's  first 
and  foremost  love  was  on  the  ice. 
Through  figure  skating,  her  name 
became  known  as  a  sure  to  be 
champion.  In  1985  Janette,  along  with 
her  partner  Jon  Webster,  received  a 
bronze  in  W.O.S.  Championships  (Pre- 
novice  pairs)  and  in  1986,  they  won  the 
gold.  Janette's  hard  work  began  to  pay 
off  in  1988.  Along  with  partner  Mazin 
Thomas,  she  won  the  goldatthe  W.O.S. 
Divisional  Championships  and 
competed  in  the  Canadian  Nationals 
where  they  came  in  twelfth.  In  1989, 
Janette  won  the  gold  in  the  SeniorLadies 
Interclub  Provincial  Championships.  In 
1990,  Janette  trained  at  the  national 
seminar  in  Calgary,  Alberta  where  she 
won  the  title  of  Junior  Competitive  La- 
dies Champion  and  advanced  to  the 
Central  Canadian  Divisional  Champi- 
onships. In  1991,  Janette  moved  to 
Barrie  to  train  at  the  National  Training 
Centre.  She  became  the  Junior  Ladies 
Champion,  won  the  silver  at  Sectionals  ■ 
and  also  won  a  silver  along  with  partner 
Jeremy  Kish  and  advanced  to  the  Ca- 
nadian Nationals.  However,  Janette 
never  skated  in  this  competition  due  to 
a  b roken  back.  Du  ring  Janette's  skating 
career,  she  earned  her  gold  freeskate 
gold  dances,  Seventh  Figure,  Junior 
Competitve  Pairs  Test  and  Junior 
Competitve  Singles  Test.  Skating  also 
allowed  Janette  to  travel  from  the  Atlan- 
tic to  the  Pacific  Oceans  to  skate.  It  also 
allowed  herto  perform  with  B  rian  Orser, 
Kurt  Browning,  Kristi  Yamaguchi  and 
Elvis  Stojko  in  various  ice  shows.  How- 
ever, Janette  was  also  a  gymnast  a 
soccer  player,  involved  in  track  and 
received  her  National  Lifeguard  Award 

On  January  29,  1992  Janette 
was  faced  with  the  devestating  diagno- 
sis of  Rhabdomyosarcoma-cancer  of 
the  connective  tissue-specifically  on 
the  skeletal  muscle.  Janette  viewed 
this  information  as  another  personal 
challenge  that  she  was  determined  to 
beat.  Janette  had  an  extraordinary 
sense  of  humour  and  positive  outlook 
on  life.  She  fought  right  up  until  the  end; 
she  neveronce  gave  up  hope  and  never- 
let  anyone  else. 

Janette  taught  her  friends, 
family,  neighbours,  fellow  athletes  and 
coaches,  the  true  meaning  of  courage, 
faith,  friendship,  love  and  hope.  Al- 
though Janette  may  be  gone;  she  will 
always  be  loved  and  her  spirit  will  live 
on  through  the  loved  ones  she  left  be- 
hind.
